Paris, Feb. 12.—While President Wil- 


son and the allied premiers and gener- 
als are. deeply engrossed in perfecting 
the plan for the creation of a, society 
of nations and arranging the new terms 
to be imposed upon Germany for a re- 
newal of the armistice, expiring next 
Mondaj, other subjects of the greatest 
importance are being prepared for the 
consideration of the peace conference. 


It is expected that the conference 


will spend- little time discussing them, 
however, and will pass most of them 
on to the society of nations, when the 
latter has been created and ready to 
function 
Foremost on this secondary program 


are the recommendations of the com- 
mission on international labor legisla- 
tion. The commission is one of the few 
having an American at its head, and] 
Samuel Gompers, the chairman, has 
been pushing work along at a great 
rate so that it is expected he will have ; 
to report ready for the conference as 
soon as it is ready to receive it. 
| 


There have been difficulties in recon- 


ciling the diverse views of British and 
American 
labor interests as each 
is 


radical in some respects and yet con- 
servative in others, in the opinion of 
some labor leaders. 
It is said the difficulty in getting to- 


gether has risen from the fact that 
there is no coincidence between their 
plans 
The British are radicals where Amer- 


icans are cautious, while the Americans 
throw conservatism to the winds while 
considering matters on which the Brit- 
ish are fearful. 
Meetings are going on today as they 
have almost continuously during the 
last few days, between men who have 
come to Paris at the call of President 
Wilson and the premiers to deal with 
great financial problems arising out of 
the war 
Every delegation admits the 


gravity of the problems presented and 
the absolute necessity for their settle- 
ment if the world is to be saved from 
universal bankruptcy. In no place is it

Anthracite Available 
For all communities-For all purposes-In any quantity 


By an order effective February 1, 1919, the U. S. Fuel Administrator 


permits the resumption of shipments, of anthracite in any quantity, to 
any community and to any consumer, and suspends all regulations and 
restrictions on the price of hard coal. 
Coincident with the issuance of 


the order the Fuel Administrator gave to the press the following state- 
ment relative to the prices ot anthracite which during the period of the 
war had been fixed by the Administration: 


"By his Executive Order of August 23, 1917, the Presient adopted as maximum prices for anthra- 


cite coal, the schedule of prices which had been acquiesced in by Hie industry while under investiga- 
tion by the Federal Trade Commision under the so-called "Cakler" resolution of the Senate'.. This in- 
volved one price for the railroad controlled coal companies, and a price 75c higher for the individuals. 
With the exception of a reduction of sixty cents a ton in the prices for pea coal made October 1, 1917, 
and two adjustments to cover increases in miners' wages, the Fuel Administration allowed the prices 
fixed by the President to stand pending examination of costs such as were made in the case of bitu- 
minous coal. 


"For the purpose of arriving at a fair increase in price to cover the increase in wages recommended 


by the War Labor Board last October, an examination was made to determine the costs of the various 
anthracite producing companies. • The result of this examination showed that the general increases in 
the price of materials and labor had raised the cost of mining anthracite to such an extent that many of 
the companies were not receiving a fair return and that some producers of necessary coal were actually 
sustaining a loss on the sale of coal at the Government prices, in spite of the two increases allowed on 
account of advances to labor.

deemed unwise to increase the maximum prices so near the time when, on account of the end of the 
war, price restrictions would in the natural course of events, be lifted entirely.

"The above statement is made at this time, when price restrictions are about to be lifted, out of 


fairness to those companies^who have patriotically kept up their production to war needs, even at a cost 
which resulted in many instances in a loss, not only by the individuals, but also by some of the railroad 
companies, so that the impression shall not exist that the Government prices of anthracite coal in exist- 
ence at the time of the lifting of restrictions were prices which the Fuel dministration had fixed on the 
basis of cost to the operators. 


"Had the Fuel Administration's active control over maximum prices on anthracite coal been con- 


tinued, the cost examination above referred to shows that it would have been necessary, on the basis 
of the present wage scale, to raise these maximum prices posibly as much as 50 cents a ton above those 
last fixed by the Government, in order to prevent financial embarrassment and perhaps the closing of 
companies producing a substantial per cent of the necessary anthracite output. 


"Such a curtailment of production would eventually result in the demand exceeding the supply to 


such an extent as to increase the prices much higher than they would be if that supply were continued."
